the 10/40 Window. During October, 
1993, some 20 million Christians 
and 105 nations prayed for 62 
nations in the 10/40 Window. Some 
256 intercessory prayer teams 


prayed on site in these nations. The 
result was the largest global prayer 


initiative in the church’s history. 
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
